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However fine the performances our familiars, there usually 
lurks the mind the bystander suspicion that, elsewhere, 
things are done better. The conviction that the pasture 
art this wholesome viewpoint since breaks down the 
restrictions home town loyalty. While true that painters 
southern California have been seen our eastern cities, where 
they have gathered awards, favorable reviews and cash sales, the 
Los Angeles public has not been able see their works hanging 
with those their contemporaries from other centers since the 
now historic Pan-American Exposition 1925.

SOME ORCHESTRAL MUSIC 


Last June, Franz Waxman, who has made good thing out 
music for the movies, dipped into his pocket for several thousand 
dollars bring together very large orchestra, chorus women 
and children prepared Roger Wagner, und singer whose voice 
emerged like boa-constrictor from its lair, perform the Third 
Symphony Gustav Mahler. Having gone much trouble, 
also conducted; and thank him for it. 


Huge—the first 
movement lasts minutes—, rambling, its worst pompous and 
inflated the worst Strauss, ragged, patched with sentiment, 
falls apart the middle and wastes its cumulative effectiveness 
was write his Fourth Symphony, the most concise and controlled 
the epithegmatic nine. Yet ever since the late Erno Rapee dig- 
nified the motion picture palace and radio broadcasting the 
best minutes from each the nine symphonies with the or- 
chestra the Radio City Music Hall, have been waiting the 
chance hear this one again. 


This the least tortured and with the Fourth the most humane 
Mahler's attempts realize music the scope the world 
shared with other living creatures. Each summer Mahler used 
country home the mountains. his little studio apart 
from the house played Bach the piano and composed. 
was still young, much one can think Mahler ever having 
been young: only years older than Schoenberg, died 1911 
51. Though could bare music, criticism, 
the most sentimentally soothing well the most desperate 
extremes his homeless spirit, could easily respond 
people, events, scenes outside himself. composed the 
mountain into the gigantic first movemnt this nature-symphony 
invented equivalent for nearly witless Kaisermarsch, 
chunk reality more substantial the mind than the organist 
alp. And after all that less direct response the 
solidity mountains than the exaltation Wordsworth their 
presence! Mountains are not essentially noble; they are also mon- 
strous. Mahler perhaps saw the mountain what himself lacked, 
naked symbol brute strength. 


Nature likewise small, delicate, cute, cunning; burgeons, 
rustles, grows all over the place. representing these effects 
Mahler became cute the sweetest and most charming parts 
the Walt Disney feature-length cartoons. All literal and 
artificial, stylized and peculiar, not disdaining obvious. Long 
passages the first movement and the entire second movement 
would have served for Bambi, with pictures needed. The deli- 
cate twitterings and scamperings the third movement convey 
wild-life never seen but curiously imagined; Pan, the great god, 
whose summons the symphony, has place here. Instead 
man, represented the offstage solo the coachhorn, invades 
the privacy wood and field; the brassy solo, expressive is, 
stirs fear, terror, lungings among the undergrowth, ard panic flight. 
Thus the next movement, mankind tells text from 
Nietzsche unwound the contralto soloist, recoils upon itself 
Like the forest creatures Bambi have learned that 
man the enemy; not believe his eloquent protestations; 
cannot convinced. humanity returns the 
Angels tell childlike chorus soprano and contralto voices, 
for removed from the rotundities the soloist, whose oration in- 
tervenes like preacher arguing with the heavens.

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Then there the final movement, ‘‘What love tells and 
learn from sadly that Mahler, though humorous intention, 
when previous movement the song the nightingale 
translated solo for trombones, cannot illumine with laughter 
his metaphysical presumptions. The first stave sounded from 
Beethoven quartet, the second from opera Puccini. What 
wondereful fun more convinced believer might have discovered 
this contrast! But for Mahler sacred and profane love without 
humor lie close together, until the peroration comes with the 
brasses. 

What Mahler was attempting, great humane utterance not 
without the greater wisdom humor, came birth nearly the 
same time the Second Symphony (1898-1901) per- 
formed for the first time this last winter the New York Phil- 
harmonic Symphony directed Leonard Bernstein. 

Whereas polyphony often winds astonishing or- 
chestral improvisations and sound effects, wrote pure poly- 
phony many obbliggato voices, bringing together aware- 
ness Bach with the expansiveness Wagner. two com- 
posers have ever played with orchestra like Mahler and but 
play with instrumental sound becomes contorted and de- 
monic, once more joyous, more concentrated, and more 
purposive. this symphony the scherzo the Fourth 

The opening the Second reminds that Ives, 
young keyboard virtuoso, disposed Bach fantasies and fugues 
for organ the age thirteen. The first movement this sym- 
phony organ fantasy orchestrated, not borrowed from but 
the idiom Bach. The ability write this idiom, 
while still very young man, and avoid falling into clumps ver- 
tical harmony, into the harmonic nuances counterpoint which 
have often betrayed his contemporaries eccentricities mere 
sound, should open our ears the very much more elaborate 
polyphony the finale. There the tune and ostinato Camptown 
Races, evolving constant variation, across the interjection such 
Americanisms Columbia, the Gem the Ocean, and Old Black 
Joe, expand the size Goetterdaemmerung, but less 
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ponderous and more amusing. Modern European music, though 
occasionally witty and often deeply humorous beneath the repre- 
sentative think Pierrot Lunaire, too 
often casually dismissed merely seldom happy. 
humor can open, clear, and expansive May morning, 
without sacrifice musical values. 

Nowadays when every composer gives the impression having 
written with ruler threatening his knuckles, when 
theoreticaliy incorrect have said that one’s work has 
been badly written mortifies the spark genius, such may 
be, more than any failure some large, cruder, achievement, 
the flight real talent has followed small beasts into 
lungings among the undergrowth sort private way doing 
things which nearly renunciation. Among these writers 
sonatinas the one hand and almost intentionally unheard 
manuscripts improvisations for special and peculiar media 
the other, the portent such ability things with the orchestra 
Mahler and habitually exercise, utter disregard the 
never very successful and now deadly finesse the period, must 
sound old-fashioned, only great ghosts walking will seem in- 
variably antique dress, while their presence transvalues the 
spectre the world. one cut off from freedom, unable 
envision the great goods freely given the spirit, than the 
adherent saving gospel, religious, social, economic, esthetic. 
the decorum good critics requires has required looking 
down the nose Mahler and one cared know them all; 
today the pro-and sternly adhering the 
twelve-tone strictness, reprehend their founding heretic. one 
can say good here Stravinski and good there Sibelius. 
are now aware that these men, this music, these extravagances, 
these sentiments openly shown, displayed, thrust out con- 
viction annoy the transient correctness the little present, these 
manufacture the history that will the confusion 
theory books, more vividly than the men, manners, beliefs, 
and assumed realities the society they lived in. Criticism stumbles 
from the prepared feast reason before them, appalled. 
digest their presence what food they offer begin criticism, 
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again, new beginning. Yet the sceptic genius will remain 
sceptic long walks his little round. 

Mahler the end the old, Ives the beginning new con- 
viction. would have been incapable Ninth Sym- 
phony, the destruction and lament upon tradition. This the 
symphony Thomas Mann has parodied describing the ultimate 
work his bedeviled composer hero, the Lament Dr. Faustus. 
Like Sebastian Bach, Ives transforms the learned inheritance 
infusing and then exfoliating the compost traditions com- 
pletely original growth. Reaching far down into the morass 
the contemporary peculiar one comes upon English composer, 
Josef Holbrooke, whose barren stem tottered support few 
dried figs merely curious originality, unfertilized conviction. 
begins with the conviction; his living made whole con- 
viction, the fundamental faith New England given authority, 
used and put use. For for Bach, creation begins with 
faith and builds with hope, discarding the curious with the con- 
ventional; freedom religion, unregarding any public de- 
mand polite politic interest. They are the redicals 
extreme conservatism, whose influence does not alter but increases 
with the turn fashion, over whose cantankerous and raging 
deeps, tidally balanced with good humor, the new men, the up- 
to-date arbiters flash and vanish like whitecaps squall. The 
evolution the new within the old them does not require that 
other men should change. How frail and pallid the perspective 
century are the contemporary dangerous opinions! Bach, the 
professional, discharges the whole man music; for music 
may reckoned the largest but means the only large ex- 
pression way being, from which all but hand- 
ful unswervingly powerful and independent professionals are 
barred. the composer and the insurance executive not 
oppose each other; they are the working together singly 
dedicated intelligence. 

But the excess one enthusiasm must must not fail, while 
thanking people for valuable and much appreciated musical 
experience, mention gratitude Harold Byrns for one 
the best chosen, tonally gorgeous programs orchestral music 
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have heard long time. Los Angeles swarms with gifted, 
experienced, routined instrumentalists. Any conductor who can 
afford so, and some simply leadership, can put together 
here orchestra capable playing sight well any 
routined group the land. Byrns adds this natural capability 
his musicians the touch master. Under his direction 
Divertimento for string orchestra glowed out deep, dense tex- 
ture multi-cadenced sound.*

The finale, where 
Mozart aims for wedge-like effect counterpoint, tapering 
solo cadenza, and silence, and then reversal direction 
opening crescendo expansion, was brought off perfec- 
tion, bravura musical experience instead brilliant sound.

For long time seemed that only record collectors had sense 
history about many ihe great performances captured wax. 
While fanatical devotees combed the shelves obscure record 
shops and supported flourishing black market Caruso, Galli- 
Curci, Muzie and other discs, Victor and Columbia with- 
drew item after item from the current catalogues and allowed the 
these and other presentations first importance 
languish their shelves. They seemed feel that the only records 
worth promoting were those living artists who could continue 
record and whose earning capacity for the record companies 
could sustained new releases. Advances recording tech- 
nique were used support the senseless notion that certain record- 
ings were now and with the advent high-fidelity, 
long playing records, seemed for time that the achievement 
quarter century recording would soon gather dust, 
out reach the discerning record collector. 

recent months, however, Victor has transferred tantalizing 
sample its long-hidden wealth the convenient and noise-free 
medium long playing vinylite discs series aptly entitled 
Treasury Immortal And now Columbia has fol- 
lowed suit with the announcement that two new series will 
added its regular One series, called Re- 
will dip into repertoire outstanding perform- 
ances.

Comparatively few composers, for one, are performing 
musicians—either conductors, pianists instrumentalists 
general. Then, even the few instances where creative genius 
and performing ability are combined, there are still virtuosi who 
can bring off performance more satisfactorily. With the excep- 
tion Rachmaninoff and Hindemith, who coupled careers com- 
posers with careers pianist and violist respectively, which com- 
posers are there who can perform their own music better than 
any one several artists today? much prefer hear Stra- 
vinsky, for example, conducted Ansermet; and there are other

instances one might cite. Columbia would take the more productive 
path, seems me, were prepare series recordings 
contemporary music, the performance which would personally 
supervised the composer. Such series, with the appropriate 
legend the label, and coupled with serious notes the 
composer himself, would more adequately fulfill the requirements 
definitive valid for future generations. And for 
the contemporary audience, the music would have the advantage 
the most telling performance which could arranged. 
Nevertheless, with the beginning reissue classic record- 
ings, have indication that the importance the gramo- 
phone record document has been recognized. The best the 
old recordings now made available again represent moment 
the past snatched from oblivion and kept alive for the instruction 
and edification generation after generation. This putting 
the gramophone record fully work; and Edison's invention 
dignified beyond the function entertainment way that will 
musical taste and interest musicologists for many years.

Juan O’Gorman, 
one the leaders the modern school 
the thirties, whose lean, well-organized build- 
ings were “stripped for action,” the ex- 
pression went, has returned Mayan culture 
for the forms his new house 
gal. The house may perhaps more sculp- 
ture than architecture, but there evident 
the growing respect among 
tects for native traditions. 

The skeletal style concrete construction 
which one sees everywhere Mexico City 
was certainly launched the early thirties 
Tolteca Cement Company’s smart propa- 
ganda campaign and design competitions, 
but was the acute shortage schools, 


hospitals and other public buildings that. 


prolonged it. The shortage could reme- 
died faster and more economically em- 


ploying the more direct forms than cling- 
ing the time and material-consuming Span- 
ish colonial and eclectic forms. 

Tolteca’s reign has also been extended 
the scarcity wood most parts Mexico. 
Today practically all residences Mexico 
City have reinforced concrete frame, and 
wood confined usually structural beams. 
Instead wood sash, steel casements are 
used almost entirely residences, and light 
ones used industrially the United States 
are widely used residences. 

The instability the soil Mexico City, 
where the water content three times the 
solid, requires special type foundation 
which consumes enough concrete keep 
Tolteca Cement Company business for 
some years come. For the National Lot- 
tery Building system mechanical jacks 
was used between flexible T-beam grille 
and concrete trusses. Because the com- 
pressible nature the soil, long horizontal 
buildings have tendency sink, and 
the last twenty-five years the new designers, 
working without precedent, have produced 
buildings that have been the 
special soil conditions. 

When Architect Enrique Yanez was asked 
what thought the embarrassingly ornate 
Palace Fine Arts, designed Italian 
imported for the job, replied, sink- 
ing, thank God!” 

The returning interest native materials 
noted new commercial buildings, which 
are less rigid form and more textured 
and colorful. Jose Villagran Garcia has used 
glazed brick colors facing for his 
new buildings Cinco Mayo and the auto 
parking building Gante. The lower half 
the Hydraulic Resources Building was faced 
with this decorative material, and one facade 
the building housing the United States 
Embassy. 

the new university buildings, Architect 
Mario Pani has used native glazed brick 
exterior and interior finish. 

Fortunately for Mexico, the architect enjoys 
place honor that reserved for the 
engineer the United States. Architects 
under thirty are given important commis- 
sions. This not new. Villagran was twenty- 
four years old when 1925 designed the 
Institute Hygiene. was then architect 
for the Department Public Health. 

the other hand there tradition 
responsibility the part the architect 
the community. twenty-seven Juan O’Gor- 
man founded the School Construction 
under the Secretary Public Education. This 
was time when design far outstripped con- 
struction methods, and the school was some- 
thing laboratory where there was devel- 
oped means getting buildings off the 
board. The building trades, receptive the 
new design, were consulted, and cooperated 
with the architects. 

Young architects joined together during 
that period study the problem low-cost 
housing. Juan Legarreta built 
house his thesis for his degree archi- 
tecture, which was the prototype many 
units constructed later. 

Today there exists the same responsible 
attitude the part the young architects, 
and they continue receive important com- 
missions. Half the architects whose work 
represented this issue are under thirty- 


five; three them are their twenties. 
Ramon Torres Martinez, who designed the 
adobe-wall-house also designed the National 
School Medicine University City, Mex- 
ico, and planned the Islas Marias Prison. 
Luis Rivadeneyra, Zone Chief for the 
Federal Committee for the Construction 
Schools the State Veracruz, has de- 
signed numerous schools. 

Mexico has its full share ill-considered 
residential work. the thirties, many the 
older residential sections did not permit mod- 
ern design. Polanco, however, there flour- 
ished modern concrete house that often 
pompously scaled and the orientation irra- 
tional. has the same picture window look- 
ing out the street the marble man- 
sion next door—although that the glass 
usually larger and without protection from 
glare. Except for the absence applied or- 
nament, there little distinguish the 
Polanco modern from the Polanco colonial.

The criado, 
servant house, may one day, let hope, 
borrow little space from the master’s 
large house. 


The cost construction present for 


luxury builidng Pedregal averages 350 
pesos per square meter, which about 
per square foot. Labor cost approximately 
one-fifth the total cost construction 
Pedregal. Carpenters, paid the job per 
square meter, average pesos day. 
Masons customarily receive pesos for 
eight-hour day.
